Subject:— Scheduled Industries borne on the registers of the Development Wing — 

Issue of “repeat’’ licences for raw materials for selected industries during 

October, 1959— March, 1960 licensing period. 

No, 112-ITC(PN)/59,—It has been decided that during October, 1959^MarclL 
1900 licensing period, firms borno on the registers of the Development Wing and 
engaged in any of the industries enumerated In the Annexure attached hereto 
should be granted “repeat” licences for Import of raw materials and components 
other than virgin metals vis-a-vis the licences issued In their favour for the 
licensing period April—September, 1959. Where an advance licence has been 
issued in the last licensing period, however, the value of the licence during the 
current licensing period will be determined after making the necessary reduction. 

2. With a view to expedite issue of “repeat” licences as stated above, it has 
also been decided that firms engaged in the industries enumerated in the Annexure 
attached hereto and borne on the registers of the Development Wing except in 
cases enumerated in paragraph 3 below, should submit applications in the pres¬ 
cribed form and manner direct to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports 
together with the Customs/Exchange Control copy of the licence including its 
enclosures, viz. lists of items for import, etc., issued to them during April—Septem¬ 
ber, 1959, licensing period. Six snare copies of the lists should also accompany 
the application. In cases where Customs/Exchange Control copy of the licence 
is not readily available for submission, the number and date of the licence together 
with file No. from which the licence was issued by this office may be quoted while 
forwarding the applications. 

3. The above procedure will not, however, be applicable in the following 
cases: — 

(i) Firms who a^'e coming into production for the first time; 

(ii) Those firms who are effecting substantial expansions (and only in res¬ 

pect of such expansion); 

(hi) Those firms, who for one reason or other, did not obtain a licence in 
April—(^plember, 1959, licencing period or those who did not apply 
for it; and 

(iv) Those firms who apply for imports of virgin metal(s). 

In these cases and in respect of industries other than those enumerated in the 
Annexure attached hereto, applications for imnort of raw materials and compo¬ 
nents in the prescribed form and manner should be submitted to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports through the Development Wing (Co-ordination) 
as usual. 
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4. In submitting their applicLitions for “repeat*' licences the firms concerned 
are requested not to include requests for any clianges or amendments in the body 
of the licence or conditions and lists attached to it. Since such requests for 
changes and amendments can only be considered in consultation with the Develop¬ 
ment Wing of the Ministry of Commerce & Industry firms desirous of making 
changes or amendments should submit their applications to the Development 
Wing and licences would be issued in their cases in consultation with the Develop¬ 
ment Wing. 

Subject :—Clasification of Chains of i'' X ‘A/16" size with the roller diameters of 
0-304^', 0-30(J'^ and 0-307''' whether in cut^W-length sizes or in rolls—for ITC 
purposes. 

No. 113-ITC(PN)/59.—According to the policy statement for October, 1959- 
March, 1960, licensing period J" x 3/16" size chains, with a roller diameter of 
0-305" only, whether in cul-to-length sizes or in rolls are classified for ITC pur¬ 
poses under S, No. 301/IV— vide remark 2(b) on page 99 of the Red Book. 

2. The question of classification of chains of i'' x 3/16" with the roller diameter 
other than 0^305" has been reviewed. It has been decided that chains of i"x3/16" 
size with the roller diameter of 0-304", 0-306" and O’307" whether in cut^to- 
Iciigth sizes or in rolls will also henceforth be classified as parts of cycles falling 
under S, No, 301/IV of the ITC Schedule and their import against licences for 
any other S. No. of the ITC Schedule will not be permissible.
